Tough Price Policy 
Sets Profits Limit 

WASHINGTON, April . 21 The government tonight 

announced a.''tough*-new-prico-control"p6licy'forl)iddlng in- 
dustries to raise prices if profits exceed a set standari]. 
Under thia "yardstick" standard, no industry will be per- 
mitted to Increase prices if the 
industry's dollar profits 
amount to 85 per cent or more 
of the average of its three best 
years during the lour^year 

The atep was annotmced by Eco- 
nomic stabUlier Eric Johnston. It 
Is one of a series designed to tighten 
b;tUUon conttols all along the Une, 
Also in the works are a drastic 
revision of manufacturers' price 
ceilings and plans to damp a freeae 
both on living-cost wage Increases 
for labor and parity boosts for agri- 
culture. The latter step would re- 
quire legislation. 

Johnston laid down the profit 
yardstick in an order to Price Di- 
rector Michael y. DIBalle.

But we have overlooked, per- 
haps, the fact that tho aame failure has had a marked 
effect upon our Inland agricultural economy in

ton and Portland, and had barge transporUUon on 
the Snake jnd Columbia thus been more feasible 
during the post two years, It la quite likely that tho 
serious nationwide box car shortage would not hsve 
had such an impact upon the wheat business ol this 
district. 

A Hnion-Bulletln reporler, checking up on the situa- 
tion with respect to wheat shipments, discovered that 
the Pendleton Oraln Oiowari. which Is in a position lo 
ship wheat to the coast by bargee. k»ded below-Me- 
Nary rapids, has had no serious problems with respect 
to shipments. Other shippers dependent upon freight 
cars, however, are not so lucky; they have been 
unable to send out much of their grain because 
.of the Inability to obtain box car space, and there is 
a itrong'posilbltlty 'that the coming aeason wjll see a 
good many placea forced to pile wheat on the ground, 
with fell the poaslblUty-et loaa whieh thU entails.
